The Thoughts of the Day gave my Mind Em- 
ployment for the whole Night, fo that 1 fell in- 
fenfibly into a kind of Methodical Dream, which dif- 
pos’d all my Contemplations into a Vilion or Al- 
legory, or what elfe the Reader fhall pleafe to 
Call it.
